She  does  not  whistle  like 
most  performers  who  imitate  birds  The  notes  come  from  her  throat  and  are  rich  and  full  in 
tone.  She  stands  unrivaled  in  her  line  and  has  deservedly  won  her  the  title  of  Singing 
Bird.  The  gifted  little  lady  does  not  confine  herse!f  to  this  one  specialty.  She  recites  with 
rare  power  and  can  convulse  an  audience  with  laughter  by  her  skill  without  resorting  to  grim- 
ace or  low  comedy  tricks.  She  is  also  a  singer  of  excellent  quality.  She  has  a  soprano  voice 
of  wide  range  and  sweetness  and  purity  of  tone.  Miss  Stephenson  occupies  a  field  entirely  her 
own. — New  York   World. 

Mabel  Stephenson  warblep.  The  difference  between  these  two  unique  forms  of  tune-making 
lies  in  the  location  of  the  operation.  Whistling  is  a  performance  confined  to  the  lips  and 
teeth.  Warbling  takes  place  in  the  region  of  the  throat.  To  the  unlettered  in  such  matters 
the  eflect  is  somewhat  similar.  The  connoisseur  however,  finds  not  the  slighest  resemblance 
between  them.  This  warbling  consists  of  a  peculiar  form  of  throat  vocalization  that  is  neither 
singing  nor  whistling,  but  just  such  as  a  bird  does  when  singing.  She  imitates  distinctly  the  cries, 
songs  and  calls  of  all  birds- and  animals  she  has  heard.  One  clever  recitation  which  she  gives 
represents  a  little  girl  taking  lessons  in  singing  from  the  bobolink,  whereat  all  the  other  birds,, 
after  the  manner  of  mankind,  pour  in  criticism  and  illustration,  each  claiming  his  way  to  be  the 
correct  one  and  no  other.  This  sketch  gives  the  young  artist  an  excellent  opportunity  for  dis 
playing  her  powers. — N.   Y.  Sun.
